Hope was held out for hmá* that 
perhaps some of the aren below might 
have escaped the gas by battfca& ig 
themselves in the fastnesses of the p it 
Fresh air was constantly poured into

Seventeen bodies were removed I# 
midnight and the crews had removed 
the remaining by 6:80 this momia*.

It is believed that dust and not gas 
constituted the major factor in the 
explosion and that most of the vfe- 
tims suffered death from the fútm 
of the blast. The majority of thode 
killed were working in entry» 6 and A. 
A flood of water which rushed to 
every comer of the f it added greiÉ- 
ly to the task of the rescuers.

blast wrecked a small lake in the cop­ 
ter of the mine where water is <ms- 
cured for washing Coat. 
The entire 
floor or entry g was knee deep in wat­ 
er and many of thb bodies in tb it 
section had to be removed from wat­ 
ery graves. 
This disaster was not without ill ■ 5-- 
freaks. 
A mule in entry four w#s 
found 40 feet distant from Its poet, 
on top an empty coal ear, the animal 
having been lifted there by the force 
of the blast. 
Four mine cars w ire literally tw ill­ 
ed into one mass of steel. 
One negro miner said he “heard 
something go sh-h-h-h-h-.”
